Gratd Radical Pow Wow at Metro- 
politaa Hall. 


In accordance with previous ar- 
rangements the doors of Metropoli- 
tan Hall was thrown open promptly 
at 73 o’elock. A large audience, in- 
cluding market house rangers, curi- 
osity seekers, &c., filled all the avail- 
able space in the spacious hall. 

Trouble commeneed at 8} o’clock, 
by the eall for J. C. L. Harris as 
President of the meeting. Mr. Har- 
ris came forward and delivered him- 
self of afew remarks on the question 
of Reform. He claimed that the 
Republican party, which was in 
power, should commence this called 
for reform within its own ranks. He 
said some pleasant things which the 
rangers warmly applauded, after 
— he sit down and behaved him- 
self. 

A feeble call was made for Gor- 
man, when that gentleman come for- 
ward on the stage and spake a piece 
in defence of the charges against the 
present Board of City Commission- 
ers. He was an offiee-holder now 
but he did not desire any further 
honor and did notcome forward as a 
candidate. He opposed a reform on 
a temperance basis and proceeded to 
detail a history of former attempts 
of the temperance party to reform 
the city government that proved det- 
rimental to the public good. Mr. 
Gorman referred to city affairs and 
attempted to show that the ‘ In’s” 
were not responsible for the shave of 
2) per cent. on the city scrip. He 
concluded by renewing his adhesion 
to the party, saying that as he had 
fought tour years to keep his Repub- 
lican friends in the chains of bond- 
age, he was now willing to fight four 
times four years for the protection of 
every right they now enjoyed. He 
then took his seat, sot down and be- 
haved ‘hisself,’ 

A tremendous shout fur Harris, 
Jim Harris! come from the Hall, but 
Stewart Ellison, one of the [n’s’’ 
came forward and proceeded to give 
an account of his stewardship. He 
had been a member of the Board for 
five years and thought he had done 
his duty. He said much of what the 
‘‘In’s’”? had done for the city and 
what the ‘‘Outs’’ would not have 
done had they been in power. Ex- 
hausting himself and subject, he too, 
‘sot’? down and behaved hisself.’ 
Harris was again loudly called for, 
but as it was on the programme for 
Argo to come next, he was trotted 
out from behind the scenes and in- 
troduced by Loge Harris, the Presi- 


‘dent, (who by the way continued to 


behave hisself.’’) 

Mr. Argo was somewhat frighten- 

ed by the presence of so many Dem- 

ocrats in the hall, and reminded the 

‘ Rads”’ that this fact alone was in- 

dicative of danger ahead. He refer- 

red to the split in) the Republican 

party, as Was plainly perceptible by 

the meeting last night and proceed- | 
ed to put himself right square in the 

middle of the furrow. His speech, 

which was ostensibly one of counsel 

and adyice against factions and dif- 

fell still-born on the 
audience and passed off with but lit- 

tle show of enthusiasm. He man- 

aged, however, to get through, grace- 
fully retired behind the scenes, sat 

down and behaved ‘hisself.’

The call for Harris again resound- 
ed through the hail tosuch an extent 
that Jeems was ushered forward by 
President Harris, (who still behaved 

‘hisself.’ 

Harris said he had no new speech 

to make, as the position taken by 

himself last night had not been at- 
tacked by any of the speakers that 
preceded him. He again waded into 
the administration and dealt some 
very severe blows in regard to the 
financial transactions of that body. 

He claimed that the Republican 

party who elected these officers were 
responsible for the existing corrup— 

tions. Reform was necessary and 

the party and people must have it. 

He was unwilling to go out of the 
Republican party to inaugurate this 
reform, but it must come, and was 
willing to join with the Good 'Tem- 
plars to secure this reform, &c. He 
proposed to take his seat and behave 
‘hisself,’ but the cry came loud * go 
on.’ Harris of course, could speak 
all night, but our space is not suffi- 
cient to go on”? with him. 

After Harris econciuded, an attempt 
was made to adjourn, but Ricks, a 
colored Commissioner, and one of 
the ‘I In’s,” came to the front and 
vainly attempted to get a hearing. 
The whole audience arose, some 
shouting for Holden, others vocifera- 
ting ‘‘sit down Ricks.’”’ Ricks seem- 
ed to bea man of energy and persist- 
ed in being heard. He said that if 
his colored brethren would not hear 
him he would go toa party that 
would hear him. 

At this stage of the proceedings, 
the confusion was of the intensest 
character. President Harris, (who 
by the way was behaving ‘hisself’ be- 
comingly,) called the meeting to 
order, but in this instance order could 
not be brought out of chaos. Ricks 
again attempted to proceed but the 
noise and confusion increased, in the 
midst of which, Providence Bun- 
combe, a colored man, arose and said, 
‘¢T amin favor of changing all the 
Commissioners.”’ 

The speech of Providence, who by 
the way, behaved ‘‘his-self,”’ re- 
ceived with long continued 
rounds of applause. The noise and 
contusion inereased, when Ricks 
‘salled on the police for protection. 
Order was partially restored by the 
positive and Joud tones of President 
Harris, ‘* gentlemen will not disturb 
the speaker.’ But the people would 
disturb the speaker, and the noise 
and eonfusion became so great that 
the reporter felt it safe to leave the 


hall. 


PARDONED.—His Excellency, Gov. 
Caldwell, yesterday pardoned from 
the Penitentiary Astor and David 
Beckwith, colored, convicted at the 
Spring Term of Johnston Court, 1873, 
of larceny and sentenced to five years 
imprisonment. The petition was 
signed by the most prominent citi- 
zens of Johnston county, as well as 
the Judge and Solicitor of the Dis- 


trict. 


MCDOWELL COURT. 


Monday and Tuesday of last week 
we were present on the sitting of Me- 
Dowell Court, at Marion, the county 
seat. Judge Henry presided, and Mr. 
Chandler, of Asheville, was the Soli- 
citor. ‘The following members of the 
Bar were in attendance upen the 
Court: Col. David Coleman, J. H. 
Merrimon, N. W. Woodfin, and Col. 
J. M. McCloud, of Asheville; Col. G. 
N. Folk, and Judge C. A. Cilley, of 
Caldwell; J. M. Gudger, of Yancey ; 
General Bowman, of Mitchell; Col. 
Burgess S. Gaither, C. F. McKesson 
and W. Gray Bynum, of Morganton ; 
Maj. A. M. Erwin W. W. Flemming, 
St. Clair and Maj. W. H. Mal- 
vin, of Marion. 

The charge of his Honor, Judge 
Henry, to the Grand Jury, was an 
abie document upon the whole, aud 
especially adapted to the oceasion. 
In regard to the new law extending 
the jurisdiction of Justices of the 
Peace, he said it was the most impor- 


sembly, and worth to the State of 
North Carolina the entire cost of the 
expenses of that body, provided the 
justices performed their d He 
expiained and commented on each 
section of the bill, much to the edifi- 
cation of not only the jury, but to the 
large audience present. 

There were no criminal cases on 
the State docket and minor offenses 
were few and of no interest. ‘The 
most important case that was heard 
and one that occupied more of the 
time of the Court was a civil action 
brought from Asheville, in whieh 
the best legal talent of the District 
was employed on both sides.

dent Clarke and the promptness of 
the military aid rendered by Gover- 
nor Hartranft has completely quelled 
the riot at the Susquehanna Depot of 
the Erie road. Those who know Mr. 
Clarke in Maryland, Know that he is 
an executive officer of remarkable 
firmness and ability, and he seems to 
have managed this strike extremely 
well. ‘The men were in the wrong. 
They may have had just cause of 
complaint, but their remedy, as 
pointed out by Governor Hartranft 
in his reply to the alarmed burgess, 
was totally indefensible. Men may 
strike and their action be justifi- 
able; nothing can _ palliate their 
taking possession of the property of 
others, inflicting great loss upon both 
passengers and freighters by disab- 
ling engines andj smashing cars. In 
this connection the ease of ‘The 
State vs. Robert Thomas,’’ decided on 
the 25th of March last, becomes of im- 
ortance. During thestrike of the 
ocomotive engineers Thomas wasone 
of the men who disabled an engine 
of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis Railway Company by putting 
lye in the boiler. e was tried at 
Cincinnati. It was urged in mitiga- 
tion of punishment that he was the 
only support of an aged and invalid 
mother. The Court, in passing sen- 
tence, remarked that the prisoner had 
borne a good character prior to the 
commission of the offense, but 
that for some reason he had 
lent himself to a combination 
Work; tor wits 
the right of every man, but bad in 
that they went further to destroy the 
machinery of the railroad company, 
and even further than that to imperil 
the lives of passengers upon the 
trains. Though the ofiense commit- 
ted was hight, it was done malicously 
with the intent to injure, and while 
considerations of his character and 
of his relations to his mother could 
not be lost upon the Court, and while 
it was as painful to the Court to pro. 
nounce judgment of the law as it 
was to those to whom he was dear to 
have it pronounced, vet punishments 
were for example, and it would be 
doing little for the law to pass his of- 
fense with a slight sentence. ‘The 
prisoner was sentenced to the work- 
house for thirty days, and ordered to 
pay the costs of prosecution.— Balti- 
more Gazette.

A Graded School in Raleigh. 

The committee of citizens appoin- 
ted to take this matter into consider- 
ation have reported no progress, for 
four reasons, the mainone being lack 
of funds, and failure to believe in the 
probability of sustaining such a 
school by voluntary contributions, 
Now what we have to say in the 
matter is this, first, that a graded 
school of a high class can be estab- 
lished in this city and) should by all 
means be, and second, tirat the bulk 
of the money has been raised already 
according to law, and third, that the 
citizens will voluntarily contribute 
to the project when put into energet- 
ic and trustworthy hands. In 
making these assertions not the 
slightest reflection on the committee 
is intended, or on the gentlemen 
themselves, since they have opened 
the way for the beginning of the 
movement, and it now behooves the 
press and the people to hold up their 
hands and not to let them faint by 
the way, as they seem inclined to do. 
The Educational Committee repor- 
ted to the Citizen’s Committee suf- 
ficient funds raised by taxation to 
begin. But the Sheriff of this coun- 
ty has never paid this money over, 
and thus the children are without a 
school. For this wrong there isa 
remedy. The money is due, past 
due, this community — is 
suffering from its not being 
paid into the treasury. The 
committee should have demanded 
the cash according to agreement, 
therefore, held their ground and 
told the people that the school can 
be and will be established in this 
city, and have called for veluntary 
contributions to assist in the under- 
taking. Then, too, the assistance 
promised from the Peabody School 
Fund should not be lost sight of. 
Now is the time for a bold stand to 
be tuken, and wetrust the committee 
will meet once more and take such a 
stand in the premises. 
A graded school once put into opc- 
ration will so commend itself to our 


people that they will sustain it for- 
ever. Look at the advantages we 
hhave already! The bulk of the 
money to commence with has been 
paid to the Sheriff already; he is 
good for it, or else his bond is good; 
and besides we have an admirable 
public building for the purpose in 
the Governor’s old mansion, Now 
what more can the people of Raleigh 
wish? Do they desire some one to 
come here, build the house for them, 
import and support the teachers, 
and hire a policeman to gather the 
children into the doors by force. No, 
all they have asked for is a fair 
chance, and they have it now if they 
will only move on and demand the 
money which is due them, past due 
them as we have before said. 

A graded school containing from 350) 
to 500 pupils can be thus com menced 
this year. The classes will be graded 
according to acquirements and intel- 
ligence, the best teachers appointed, 
the work of raising the children from 
one scholarship to another be sys- 
tematically and rapidly carried for- 
ward. Thus fully or nearly half a 
thousand children will commence a 
course of practical, valuable educa- 
Who ean over estimate the 
advantages which would — ensue ? 
They are incalculable. The duty of 
the press. is, therefore, plain.

In the sppliestion to this crop, l 
have, in consequence of eariier seeding, a better opportunity of cbserving the effect of 
the Guanahani Guano. Hereit is most marked and decided. It reminds me of former 
dys, when, for a » oderate outlay of money, the farmer purchased the pure Chincha 
Island, (anadulterated) Peruvisn Guano, 

I wish to try some of this Guanvo next year on cotton and tobacco.
